As you may know, I was in Yugoslavia in January and February. After visiting relatives 
and friends, I did a little M business n T ,for YACO while there. I met with Marina Desin, 
the director of the tourist bureau in Cilipi. She knows many of the families of YACO 
members in Konavle and is very much interested in YACO T s attempts to keep our culture 
alive in Watsonville. I found her to be a charming and intelligent young lady. She is 
very fluent in English, French, and German. I presented several issues of THE KALIFORNSKI 
to her. She was most appreciative and wished all YACO members well. 

While in Cilipi, I met Cvijeto Radovich (Barney Radovich 1 s oldest brother). He 
conducted me on a thorough tour of Cilipi, as only a native would know it. Together, 
we attended the CILIPI FOLKLORE FESTIVAL. He was a most gracious host. After that, 
Cvijeto and I went to the Sveti Vlaho celebration in Dubrovnik, a once in a lifetime 
experience. After the celebration, we had dinner with Barney and Cvijeto T s uncle, Ivo 
Radovich. 

The following day I had a meeting with Professor Ivo Tutman, a YACO member who 
lives in Yugoslavia. He has his doctorate degree in Biological Sciences and is the 
director of the Dubrovnik Aguarium. He too wishes YACO well in its endeavors and en¬ 
courages all YACO members to look him up while in Dubrovnik. 

1 have a cousin who is an architect and is working on the restoration of Dubrovnik. 

He introduced me to Fabijan Zaja and Bozo Letunic, officials of the DUBROVNIK RESTORATION 
COMMITTEE. They conducted me on a tour of the restoration taking place. On the tour, 

I learned that over $200,000,000 damage had been done (yes, dollars, not dinars). I 
also learned that due to the earthquake, they discovered a church under the present 
Cathedral site, that dates back to the Byzantine period. Now it is an archeological 
fact that Dubrovnik is much older than originally thought. During my meetings with 
7 these two men, newsreporters from Zagreb-TV asked me for an interview. They were 
interested in an Americans point of view regarding the restoration efforts. I would 
like to report that while I was being interviewed on camera, I did not have my ever¬ 
present cigar. After the TV interview, a reporter from the DUBROVACKI VJESNIK news¬ 
paper asked me for an interview. This time I did have my cigar. Both of these interviews 
were in the SLAV language. 

I was very 7 much pleased and gratified to see all the interest shown in YACO from 
the people and officials that I met. They are all very supportive of YACO's goals and 
endeavors in promoting our culture. 

After all the enthusiasm towards YACO I experienced in Yugoslavia, I would like to 
see some of the same enthusiasm locally. By that I mean supporting YACO events whenever 
possible and lending a helping hand when asked. We have only a limited amount of events 
each year and I, personally do not think that it is asking too much of anyone to parti¬ 
cipate in the 4 or 5 major events that we have a year. For starters, we are having the 
BECARI Orchestra from Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania in concert and a dance on March 9. Your 
attendance will assure the success of the event. 

Looking forward to seeing all of you on March 9.

This story was written by Shirley Ivelich as a project for her college 
course. The story is about her father-in-law, Bartul Ivelic. Mr. 

Ivelic died five months short of his 100th birthday and as the title 
states, "Papa, A Fine Specimen of a Man", we certainly agree that he 

was just that. I will present this story to you readers in several 

segments since I would like to keep it in the original state and not 

condensed. 

FIRST PART: 

Several of the family were sitting out in the hospital waiting room; 

I had just returned from my classes at Cabrillo and when I joined them, 

I asked, "Is Papa all right? I just stopped by the fruit stand and 
John said he had gone up to surgery over two hours ago." 

"Yes," said Nina. "For an operation that was supposed to last only 
thirty minutes, I'm worried something has gone wrong. I'm going to check 
with the Pink Lady again at the desk." She walked over to the desk while* 
the rest of us made small tal-k. Papa's unmarried daughter, Maggie, was 
there, also his other two daughters-in-law, Carol and Ramona, Jennie, my 
daughter, also stopped by to sit with us for awhile. Papa's son, Jim, 
was down South working in the lettuce, and Tony, the oldest had not yet been , 
able to come by. John kept popping in and out nervously for the last three < 
hours; he had been working on the small fruit stand around the corner from 
the hospital that he was building for his brother, Jim. 

Nina, who was Pa's second daughter, came back talking a little loud 
and excitedly, "The Pink Lady called surgery and was told Pa is still 
in the operating room, they said they would call us soon as he is out." 

We were always a talkative bunch and that helped relieve some of the 
tension as we waited. Carol said, "If Papa could pull through major surgery 
when he was ninety-five and broke his hip, he'll do it again, especially 
since this is considered minor surgery." 

Nina answered abruptly, "How can any kind of surgery on a person 
who is nine-nine years old be minor!" I replied, "That's true Nina, but 
the doctor was so positive the surgery would be easy on him, after all he 
said if Pa didn't have such a good mind and healthy body other than his 
heart beat slowing down, he wouldn't have even attempted to put in a pace 
maker." 

Ramona commented, "Well it was either this or just sit back and watch 
Pa die slowly while becoming a vegetable at the same time, and Pa would 
never have wa'nted to die that way. 'Besides, Pa was all for this operation; 
he understood what was going to happen to him." 

"Yes, he sure did." I said, "But then the doctor said un-foreseen things 
could also happen, and I sure hope that's not what is going on. Papa 
wouldn't understand that." 

Maggie, who was the quiet one in the family, finally said, "You guys 
stop talking like that. Papa's going to be all right. I just know it."

Ivelich? Did they have heart trouble, 
tuberculosis, . . . ?" "Don't know."

"Hell. How I know. That was more 1 n 
two hundred years ago." shrugging his 
shoulders at the doctor. 

"Remember we all cracked up laughing 
and had to leave the room."

I went on, "Then the doctor asked him," 
"Mr. Ivelich, how did you get that scar 
on your stomach?" Pa answered, "Well 
doctor, when I was a young fellow up in 
San Francisco, I get very sick. The 
doctor say I have operation; he say 
something wrong with my liver. I don't 
know what he did, but he took some¬ 
thing out of my stomach and put in jar 
and tell everyone about my operation.

creasingly a magnet for tourists. 

The winding coastal highway, in 
many places squeezed between plunging 
mountains and the turquoise sea, is 
crowded with cars from West Germany, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, France and 
elsewhere. 

Private families advertise in German, 
and sometimes other languages, that 
they have rooms in their homes to rent 
out, homemade wine and fiery fruit 
brandy to sell. 

Private restaurants advertise their 
charcoal-grilled specialties with hand¬ 
made signs replete with directional 
arrows and drawings of fish or lamb 
being roasted on a spit. 

Tourism officials say that in late 
July there were about 1 million tour¬ 
ists on the Yugoslav coast, about two- 
thirds of them foreigners. 

Yugoslavia's severe economic crisis 
has been a mixed blessing for the 
tourist industry. Although official 
figures show the inflation rate at a 
whopping 60 percent, the Yugoslav dinar 
at the same time has lost value against 
Western currencies and prices are still 
cheap.

Its Old Town is similar to Dubrovnik 
and other typical coastal towns, with 
polished stone streets and piazzas like 
ballroom floors, an ornate cathedral 
and winding alleys - some of them steep 
stairways - lined with tall stone houses. 

At sunset, on a long promenade along 
the waterfront, young people go through 
a ritual nightly "corso" strolling back 
and forth in the latest fashions, seeing 
and being seen. 

Sibenik's main beach area is a 15 
minute trip by ferry boat through spec¬ 
tacular archipelago scenery, and it's 
possible to take other boats further 
out to better, more deserted beaches, 
including nudist areas. 

Development of the Yugoslav coast over 
the past decade or so as a major in¬ 
ternational tourist resort area is easily

At a terrace restaurant overlooking 
the sea about half an hour's drive up 
the coast from Sibenik, three customers 
ate mixed fried shrimps and calamari, 
salad and 3.3 pounds of grilled, fresh- 
caught fish, with a liter of homemade 
wine and mineral water for a total of 
$30. 

Private accomodations can be had for 
well under $8 for a single room. 

In some localities, the number of 
foreign visitors has risen 60 percent 
over last year - with an average 20 
percent increase in foreigners overall. 
In the first seven months of the year, 
Yugoslavia earned $425 million from 
foreign tourists, or 7 percent over the 
same period last year. 

The number of Yugoslav tourists 
vacationing on the coast, however, has 
dropped by 25 percent. 

Sibenik is about halfway down the 
^oact between Zadar and Split. It is 
not one of the famous resorts such as 
Dubrovnik, Kotor or Opatija and com¬ 
pared with these bigger centers almost 
seems underdeveloped. 


seen. 

Near Sibenik, for example, the tiny 
fishing village of Vodice has been turnec 
into a private entrepreneur's paradise. 

There are scores of privately run 
bars, cafes, restaurants, ice cream 
parlors and pizzerias in the town, most 
of them opened by Yugoslav "guest 
workers" who worked in the west and 
returned home after saving up money.

"It's all grown up over the past five 
years," said a Belgrade journalist who 
regularly vacations in Sibenik. 

In many of the Vodice establishments 
the walls are decorated with pictures of 
the late President Josip Broz Tito. 

Tito, architect of Yugoslavia's inde¬ 
pendent type of communism, died five 
years ago. 

Outside, on village walls, full color 
posters of a sultry girl wearing an 
open blouse advertise a "Miss Topless" 
contest at a local hotel.

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MILLION PAINTINGS 


The very idea of over a million paintings being found in one place 
is extraordinary enough. Of course, we are not talking about famous 
artists here, but then even Picasso was not an art great in primary 
school. 

This collection is of paintings by children. It is housed in Novi 
Sad and is the biggest of its kind in Yugoslavia and Europe. Officially, 
it is called the Young People's Art Centre of Vojvodina. There are 
similar institutions in Zagreb, Sarajevo and Skopje, but this centre 
in Novi Sad is the oldest. In fact, this year sees the anniversary 
of 30 years' work collecting paintings from 70 countries. Yugoslavia 
was the first country to embrace this new trend in the art education 
0E the young where the aim is not for new generations to copy their 
teachers, but evolve their own free art expression. Just as they learn 
to read and write and later speak and write in their own way, so every 
young person ought to express himself individually in art. 

Originality of artistic expression is the first and most important 
criterium in selecting works for exhibitions which are organised every 
year. Each of the three traditional shows receives between 10 and 35 
thousand paintings done in widely differing techniques, formats and 
materials. Of these 1,200 to 1,500 are chosen to be exhibited, but all 
the works sent are kept. 

In the thirty years of its existence, the Novi Sad Centre has received 
1,177,000 paintings from Yugoslavia and abroad, making up the largest 
1 collection of its kind in Europe. 

Most pictures come from primary and secondary schools, and some even 
from nursery schools. Art teachers are the Centre’s best collaborators 
and exhibition organisers all over the country, while there also exist 
collecting centres aborad for the children of Yugoslavs temporarily 
employed there. 

In addition, the Centre arranges collections of works by Yugoslav 
children for international exhibitions in other countries like Japan, 
India, France, Finland and Czechoslovakia. 

In terms of the number of medals won at international shows, the 
Japanese are in the lead. But then, they are privileged, for in their 
school curriculum one whole day a week is devoted to art lessons. 
Yugoslavia won 84 medals in 1983.
